If our feiend Dr. Fahnestock’s theory
is correct, that comets come to restore
1o our solar system its proper stock of
vlectricity, we may be permitted to mild-
ly observe that we wish they would stay
away if they can’t do their work wilh
less discomfort to humanity than our
present visitor seems to have caused.

Bul when we come down  to  cousider
the mosquiloes we fear our ingenuily
will fail us in the effort to plausibly state
the Wlessing in Lheir presence.

and quantity of electricity. 1€ that ex-
planation of Lhe hidden Dblessing in the
mosquilo bile won'l work, then wo fear
we have no defense for Lthe iusoct, or Lhe
comet Lhat brought hiwm, if it did, And
il don’t matler much whether it is inno-
cenl or guilly, for one who is engaged in
a mosquito war ecaunot reasonably e
expecled to be in a frame of mind Lo
make nice distinctions or Lo earefully
weigh the evidence for and against the
comet: he may be expected to condemn
it on general principles, thankful Lo have
something beside the little mosquito to
swear ab,and something granl and bean-
Liful and afar off, that will inspire him
wilth words Lo do juslice to the subject.

And, by Lhe way, is il not about time
for the astronvmers to tell us some-
thing about the comet ¥ IL has nearly
disappeared from view, ad we are not
vel informed whether it is the comet of
1S07 or a new one altogether. About Lhe
greatest sulferers by Lhe comet are Lhese
astronomers, for they have suffered in
repulalion, which is Lheirall. They have
claimed to know so wuch and have bheen
found Lo know so little, that Lhey have
this greal morlificalion of Lhe spiril Lo
bear inaudldition o the worlitication of
the flesh caused by Lheir all-night vigils,
and the heat and the mosquitoss that
they endure along with Lthe rest of us.

I"oor men of science! The only ones
who can find any consolation in the
comel are Lthose who have maintained
thes: strange celestial visilors Lo be Lhe
messengers ol cleclrical force. "T'he live-
Ty elecirical commotion that has been
exhibited during the season gives great
plausibility to this theory. Tosay noth-
ing of the mosquito bite as i gentlo elec-
trical force, we have been Lreated to a
greal number of bolls of the old fashion-
ed Kind that strike houses and trees and
men and  beasts.  ITacdly a day passes,
cerlainly not a week, in any communily,
in which the hearl of the wicked local
reporter is nol rejoiced willl the story of
a thunderboll. The comel has been ex-
pensive Lo the insurance companies, and
they are deeply disgusted that the as-
tronomers fail lo forelell the coming of
the all-fired things long enough ahead Lo
enable them to raise their premiums ac-
cordingly. A Vennor in the comel pro-
phecy line is guaranteed steady employ-
ment on his own lerms by the under-
wrilers.

"INSURANCE FRAUDS.
A Decres of Over $3800,000 Against Con-
Ofiosrs.

Phyladelphia Press.
A decree has just been issued by Judge
Allison, of common pleas court No 1, in
favor of the assignees of the National fire
insurance compauny, against the late ofli-

cers and several of the directors of the
company, involving the sum of #331,992.-
37. The decree in form is azainst John

C. Stein administrator of Simon J. Stein,
decoased ; Whildon Ialfman, Jacob
Huntzinger. of Pottsville, and Jacob R.
Eby, of Ilarrisburg. The agerezate

amount of the deeree against Stemn, Half-
man and Huotzinger is #378,533.32, and
against Eby, 853,495.05. The suit was in-
stituted against Stein, the late president
and treasurer, [lalfman, the secretary,
and against Eby and Huntzinger as di-
rectors, for frauds perpetrated on the com-
pany while they were officers, and was

begun in the spring of 1871, in common
pleas eourt No. 1.

Organized in September, 15871, the Na-
tional fire insuraunes company was granted
a charter by the Legislature, and began

000. Halfman obtained control of the
charter for the purpose of effecting per-
sonal advautages, which finally assumed
the form of a series of stapemdous frands,
and suceeeded in persumling Simon J.
Stein, of Lebanon, to associate with him
in the schcme, Upon becoming an accom-
plice Stein was offered the daal position of
president aml treasurer of the company,
aml the board of directors was filled ap
by Halfman with men subservient to his
will. After a forma! organization of the
boand Stein was clected president aned
treasurer amd Halfman seeretary, amd at
the succeeding mecting the fivst fraudulent
step was taken in a proposition to the di-
rectors by Stein and Hallman to purchase
all the stock of the company. valued at
§200,000, for one-thind of its par value, or
266,666.65, Being subservient to  Half-
man, the board voted toaceept the propo-
sition, and on the same day all of the stock
was assigned to Stein and  Halliman, and
they paid for it chictly in notes.  In order
to earry his seheme still farther Ialfman
charged 310,000 for the charter, so that
the company only received 336,000 for its
200,000 worth of stock.  =ome time alter
this transaction Eby and Huntzinger be-
eame aware of the crovkedness, and Eby,
being ulso vice president of the company,
demanded of Stein and Hatlman that they
would divide the profits of their transae-
tion, Thisdemand resulted in an amiea-
ble paY¥inership between the four conspira-
Lors.

In order to do business in those states,
particularly in New York, where insur-
ance examiners were required to examine
companies’ assets, it became necessary
to increase the capital stock to £3500,000,
which was done at a meeting held in Leb-
anon, On this oceasion it was decided
that one share of stock should be given to
each director for every two shares that
might be sold by him. These frauds on
the company and the motion to increase
the stock were concealed from the stock-
holders, and no mention was male of them
in the minutes of the meeting. Only
3100,000 of the proposed increase of 3300,-
000 was actually issued, the directors be-
ing® unable to scll more. The company
was wonderfully successful in getting bus.
iness, and in a short time had outstanding
850,000,000 of risks. It lost heavily, how-
ever, by the Chicazo, Boston aud Oshkosh
fires, and was very much embarrassed in
consequence.  Strenuous efforts made by
the oflicers to save the institution were nu-
suecessful, and on Mareh 16, 1876, it made
an assignment for the benefit of its eredi-
tors.

Organic Lile on the Comert.

Professor Draper says : ** The arzument
that the existence of hydro-carbon ¢om-
poumls in the comet being established,
the conelusion follows that organie life
has existed there, since we have no hydro-
carbon compounds on the earth except as
the result of organic decay, is true in
some of its premises and false in others.
It probably is true that we have no such
compouids on the earth exeept those re-
sulting from organie life, but it is also true
that we can form such compounds by chem-
ical and physical forees in use, as, for
instance, the wvoltaic are. Now, no
physical or chemical foree can properly be
called an artificial foree, and since we do
not know what forces the comet may have
been subjected to, it is not safe to say
that organie life necessarily existed in the
comet beeause we tind hydro earbon eom-
pound there. The great heat to which
the body was subjected in passing near
the sun would cause the two elements to
unite, amd as the comet cooled they would
remain in the compoumd form. There is
no telling what bodies we may ma wto as
we whirl through space at the rate of,
say, forty miles a second ; and as such
bodies come in eontact with our sun they
are heated, and if they are volatile produee
comets. It is not altogether impossible
that the carth itself may Dbecome a
comet. As we travel into the unknown
realms of space who ¢an say but that we
may finl ourselves subject to the influenee
of a4 sun hotter than our own which will
vaporize onr system.  The theory is that
onr solar system moves in an orbit of
which the Pleiades are supposed to be
about the centre.  The former theomry was
that the earth traveled abont our san
alone.  Now it is known that all bodies
in space are in motion, so that we can ex-
tend the whirling of theso wheels within
wheels inlinitely, and infinito space may
contain asun hot enongzh to make us all
comets.”’

Prof. Lewis Swift, of the Warner ob-
servalory, reports that it is the opinion
of astronomers generally that the comet
is identical with the one discoverald in
Brazil, May 29, called Europo by Dum
Pedro amd a new comet.  Capt. Wilson,
when near Deomerara, saw  two comets
blazing brigzhtly at the same time in ditler-
ent positions some lime ago,
